The prineipal features 
were the speeches of Speaker Crisp, re- 
viewing the work of Congress, and of Sev- 
retary Hoke Smith, against the free coin- | 
age of silver. Crisp declared his personal | 
preference for the free coinage of silver. 
Much enthusiasm was displayed. 

Crisp, after reviewing the wotk of Con- 
gress, sald: A law and à practice which 
allows a citizen to pay his obligations to 
the government in silver. or. at the same

Speaker then reheatsed e contest 
‘in both branches of Congress over the tariff 
‘bill’ and compared the differences between’ 
the: McKinley and Wilson bills. Speaking 
ot the Senate bill he said that while it 
did not givé all he expected it was the 
best that could be obtained under the ‘c'r- 
cumstances. 

It strikes at trusts and he 
said. It reduces the cost of the necessa- 
ries of life. It to some extent opens our 
markets at home and enlarges our markets 
abroad. It promotes agri e: it en- 
courages manufacturing and it will add 
to the comfort of millions ot our fellow 
citizens,” 

Here Mr. Crisp turned to State. matters 
and spoke of the commercial interests. 

Secretary Hoke Smith followed Mr. Crisp. 
In opening his remarks, the Secretary 
‘reviewed the financial troubles of the past 
“eighteen months and congratulated the 
South, as well as Georgia, upon the ex- 
cellent showing made. The attention cf 
the commercial world had been attracted 
and he predicted for that section a period 
of development and naarked presperity, 

uch as never before had been experi- 

ced. The Cotton States and International 
Exposition would prove of great ass's:- 
ance in this work, but the attention of 
capital once secured, its confidence must 
also be wen and it was, therefore, of the 
utmost importance to the future welfare of 
the State that in the coming election the 
people of Georgia should show the worl4 
that the wild theorles of the Populists 
had no foothold amongst them. 

Calling attention to the recent experience 
ot the great States of Kansas and Color- 
ado under Populistic rule, the Secretary 
asked who would wish to see Georgia fol- 
low the leadership of a Lilewelling or a 
Waite. Bad as was the record of the

‘WHEAT FOR FoR FEED. 


More Grain Will Subs Subserve This Pur- 
pose Than Ever Before. 

Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

TOLEDO, Sept. 7.—During the past four 
days, C. A. King & Co. have replies from 
3000 reliable dealers and millers. The 
cover almost every important wheat and 
clover-seed county in Ohio, Michigan, In- 
diana, Hlinois, Kansas and Missouri.

N must be classified with their other theories 
as almost equally wild and tmpracticable. 
He referred to the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 
by the United States alone, and declared 
it to be a plan utterly at variance with 
sound business principles and fraught 
with incalculable evi.

The injury. inflicted by a single-standard 
currency had been recently . 
abroad, and the evil ffects had 
telt upon the products country 
raised for foreign consumption. He be- 
lieved the evil effects would be lessened 
by. preserving the present per capita of 
currency, but three-fourths of the injury 
could not be reached, except by the success 
of bimetallism in the places of oonsump- 
tion. Currency in the United States had 
not been contracted, but, on the con- 
trary, the per capita today was $24.19, as 
against an average of $14.85 from 1850 
to 1860. | 

The Secretary then described the eight 
different kinds of money now used in this 
country,.and maintained that the instant 
any one of these went to a premium it 
would ‘decome a commodity for

“Meantime the United States had changed 
from the coinage of only 8,381,390 silver 
dollars in eighty years up to 1873, to the 
‘coinage of 419,256,000 standard silver dol- 
lars, and to the purchase of silver upon 
which treasury notes were issued, making 


ver used in this country during. the last 
twenty years. From an average of $1,000,- 
000 a year the United States had changed 
to the use of nearly $30,000,000 a year. 
The annual production of silver, meantime, 
had changed from $80,000,000 at the coin- 
age ratio of 1873 to 3200, 000, 000 at the 
colnage ratio of 1892, and depreciated in 
value about 50 per cent. From these facts 
several conclusions are irresistible. First, 
the people of the United States have the 
full use of seventy times as much silver as 
money of full legal tender at present as

Laws Against Crime and Disorder 
Well Enforced.

NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—Superintendent 
Byrnes, at a meeting of the police board, 
submitted a report made in compliance 
with a resolution authorized by the police 
board, three months ago, directing him to 
investigate the condition and efficiency of 
the police force. ‘Superintendent Byrnes 
tells. the commission that the laws to sup- 
press crime and disorder are well enforced 
with the exception of the excise law. He 
shows that the fact this law is continually 
violated is due to a great difficulty en- 
countered by officers in their wards to 
procure evidence against offenders. 

“As to gambling,“ continues the report, 
my investigations show that there is no 
public gambling in this city at the present 
time. Isolated gambling in a large city 
‘will always exist.“ The report speaks 
similarly of policy and other gambling. 
The suppression of the houses of ill-fame 
and assignation houses is a difficult 
problem to solve, according to the report. 
The Superintendent recommends that, the 
Legislature deal ‘with the matter this win- 
ter in such a mannér as it deems fit. 

As to the matter of discipline of the 
force, Superintendent Byrnes says that 
while in some respects it is not what it 
ought to be, yet under the circumstances 
it is as good as could be expected.

The chairman 
announced that the Committee on Resolu- 
tions would not be ready to report until 
2 o' clock. This raised a storm of protests. 
On ithe motion of Joel Shoemaker of Utah, 
a committee was appointed to wait on 
the Committee on Resolutions and demand 
a report at once. Whils waiting for the 
report, Thomas R. Outler of Utah read 
a paper on Beet-sugar Culture,“ after 
which Senor Ybarolla of Mexico spoke on 
the mecessity of having an. international 
water commission to settle disputes be- 
tween Mexico and the United States re- 
garding water privileges. 

David Boyd ‘of Greeley, Colo., read a 
paper on he Nature and Behavior of 
the Platte River.“ Judge Emery of Kan- 
sas; national lecturer of the congress, 
spoke on The True Significance of the 
Irrigation’ Movement in Regard to Arid 
Lands.“ The arid section of the United 
States, he said, was over half the pos- 
session of the government, not including 
Alaska.

“Fourth—That: States be permitted to 
select lands for reclamation and make them 
the basis of security for the construction 
of irrigation works; the title to such land 
to remain in the Federal government until 
such time as itis passed through the State 
to the actual settlers, no one individual 
being permitted to acquire title to more 
than forty acres of irrigated land except 
in case of lands so that local conditions 
necessitate the enlargement of the home 
unit because of the small value of the 
crops produced. The money ‘eceived from 
such sources to be reserved for the pur- 
pose of discharging obligations incurred in 
the work of reclaiming public lands. This 
recommendation is independent of the 
Carey law and is not intended to conflict 
with, or modify the provisions ot that 


law. 
“Rifth—That when any State shall have 
reclaimed land under the plan provided 
in sec. 5, it shall form irrigation divisions 
according to hydrographic conditions, and 
‘when a sufficient number of settlers shall 
have actually located upon the land within 
such division the State shall, conditionally 
turn over the local administration to the 
authorities of said water division. 
“Sixth—That before any State avail 
itself of these provisions it shall have a 
legally-constituted State irrigation depart- 
ment. That there shall be appointed a 
national irrigation commission vested with 
the administration of government, pastoral 
and forest lands, of such irrigation works 
‘as may be undertaken under Federal au- 
thority and be empowered to consider. 
and authorize general plans of reclama- 
tion submitted by the irrigation depart- 
ment of any State. The national irrigation 
commission shall also be charged with the 
work of making an immediate investiga- 
tion of the problem cf interstate. streams 
and report to the Congress of the United 
States as early as possible a m o pro- 
viding a means for the speedy and final 
adjudication of questions between States 
and a plan for the division of streams on 
basis of justice and equity. . 
 “Seventh—That the several Territories

In brief, 
the indifference of the citizen to the 
necessity for a rigid enforcement of 
the law fosters a general disregard 
for the law; and disregard for the 
law is a long step toward the chaog 
which the Anarchist would establish.

Neither party to a sympathetic strike 
is a party to the original contreversy. 
As in the great railroad strike, there 
is absolutely nothing to arbitrate be- 
tween the contending forces. A board 
of arbitration, even if clothed with 
power to determine the points of dis- 
pute, could find no ground to stand 
upon when there was no grievance to 
be adjudicated, as between employers 
and employed. And finally, no board 
of arbitration could compel an em- 
ployer to conduct his business at a 
loss, nor an employee to remain in 
service against his will, unless he was 
under contract. If under contract, 
the law is a sufficient arbiter, and the 
rights of all parties in interest can 
be enforced under it. 

The principal sufferers, as Judge 
Ceoley points out, are the non-com- 
batant public, and the rights of this 
class ought to be protected if poss:- 
and preventive the more general 
employers and employed. There is ‘no 
doubt that this plan, if generally 
adopted, would tend greatly to min- 
mize the number of strikes, even if it 
did not in time prevent them alto- 

Judge Cooley’ s paper is a valuable 
contribution to the literature of in- 
dustrial controversies.

BOUNDARY MARES. 


| Gol, Barlow on the Mexican Boun- 
dary Line.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 7.—Col. J. W. 
Barlow, chief of the American commission 
to resurvey monuments on the boundary 
line between the United States and Mex- 
ico, has arrived here, having concluded 
the work in which he has been engaged 
two and a half years. The districts sur- 
veyed was 700 miles from El Paso to the 
Pactfic. Col. Barlow says that originally 
fifty-two monuments were erected along 
the line. The commissioners found that 
only thirty-eight remained. They rebuilt 
the others and erected two hundred more, 
making a fotal of 258. In one place no 
ee were found for over a hundred 
miles 

In another place a monument was found 
a mile south of the true line. This mile 
strip extended for thirty-two miles. There 
were some other inaccuracies in the orig- 
inal survey, but they were not important 
enough to change the monuments. The 
Mexicans were satisfied with the apparent 
boundary, and let it stand. In some cases 
Americans who had paid their taxes in the 
United States found themselves living in 


Mexico, and in others Mexicans found 
inhabitants the United 
tates. |

Pratt’s Little Scheme. 
The following remarkable letter from H. 
K. Pratt, who was last season manager at 
Chicago of the Southern California Fruit 
Exchanges, is published in the California 
Fruit - grower. It may be remembered that 
at the time of Mr. Pratt's appointment we 
expressed a doubt as to whether altogether 
it was a wise choice. Mr. Pratt is widely, 
if not well, known to the fruit-growers in 
California and other States: 
“MINNEAPOLIS, Aug. 6, 1891. 

My salary ceased with the Southern 
“California Fruit Exchanges June 1s‘ and I 
am assured that it will be a permanent po- 
sition from Deccember Ist, and I also stand 
in such a light with the Northern growers 
my position with them is certain—so I do 
not come to you for my own personal gain 
or position, but for your gain and that of 
the unorganized growers. 

“The exchanges or growers have not 
paid me one cent for my work in June and 
July, nor is there any way they can pay 
me for September and October; further- 
more, I shall leave a brokerage account 
that is worth’to me in these five months 
$3000, but I abr-willing to do this needed 
work if there is a proper support given me 

work, and the only 
Source I can hope for any help is in the 
few brokers I feel such a personal acquain- 
tance with, and who stand in an unques- 
tioned position as regards their qualifica- 
tions for the purpose for which I would 
recommend them to the entire deal—as the 
recommendations of Eastern brokers will. 
be left largely in my hands. 

“The completed account comprehends the 
oranges and detiduous green and dried 
fruits—at least 75 per cent: of the entire 
shipments of the State of California. I 
shall also try to arrange the brokerage 
account with the Southern California fruit 
exchanges on a satiefactory basis, while in 
California. 

“I have figured out carefully what I 
consider would be your rea le pro- 
portion to cover expenses for the northern 
interests—this to partially cover the loss 
I must undergo in leaving my own per- 
sonal business three months. According 
to the interest you manifest by prompt 
reply with proper exchequer, so will F act 
for your welfare at a future date.

ing I will return the same to you if I 

do not get — support to pay me

This fact was 
well known to Mr. Pratt, and the propo- 
sition he makes in the letter evidently 
contemplates the payment to him (Pratt) 
of a sum of money in order that the broker 
may hold his present position with the 
exchanges. The issue appears to be plainly 
t. The fruit exchanges must choose 
Wetween Mr. Pratt and the honorable 
Brokers who will pay him blood money 
to hold their posittons.. No other course 


is open to them; certainly the exchanges 
cannot continue Mr. Pratt in that field 
and expect to command the confidence 


of dealers in any market in the country.

Fertilization of Fruit Blossoms. 

LOS ANGELES, Sep. 5.—To the Editor 
of The Times:) In Wickson’s interesting 
book, ‘‘California Fruits,’ he states in the 
antiele on walnut culture, page! 504, that 
successful fruiting depends upon the sim- 
ultaneous appearances of the two forms of 
bloom; and the lack öt bearing of some 
varieties of walnuts has been found to be 
due to the fact that the catkins disap-, 
peared ‘before the pistillate bloom was 
sufficiently developed to recelve the 
pollen.“ 
In the light thrown on ithe subject by 
‘Darwin in his book, ‘‘Fertilization of Or- 
chids,’’ one finds this by no means an un- 
usual occurrence in the great field of na- 
ture; as, for instance, in most orchids and 
the blue lupin, where the pollen is even 
enclosed in a cowering or tissue so varied 
in shape, strength and color, that did one 
not know of the hidden key held by the 
tiny inseé@t or bee, which, in its\piercing for 
Sweets, unlocks the yellow treasure, one 
would stand amazed and wondering, why 
it was so formed. Nature's Creator pro- 
claims it done for a wise purpose, and 
would it not be well to advoogte the plant- 
ing of varieties of the walputs’in each 
orchard, instead of a single variety or dif- 
ferent aged trees of the same variety?

"This acacia is a native of Australia, and is 
perhaps more familiarly known as silver 
wattle. A. rosea, sometimes called duck 
acacla, and mass locust,“ is not an aca- 
‘cla proper, but botanically is found under 
the head of robinio hispida. It is, how- 
ever, a very ornamental species, with 
large, deep rose-colored flowers in loose 
racemes, and bristly seed pods. A. nemu 
is listed as àa new and very rare variety 
from Japan, with gracefyl, delicate foliage 
and beautiful rose-colo flowers, which 
are produced abundantly. For airiness and 
delicacy of structure it is said to rival all 
other acacias, but as I have never seen 
it I cannot testify to its merits from any 
knowledge of my own. I think it would 
be a hard matter to decide just which was 
the most beautiful species, could we see 
them growing side by side, for all acacias 
have such airy, graceful foliage, and their 
twice-pinnate leaves are tinted a soft shade 
of green that is most refreshing. 


It is conceded without dispute, even by 
those whose self-interest and admiration 
for other milking breeds shuts her out 
from employment in the dairy, that the 
Jersey cow, as a superior butter-maker 


and great producer of rich cream, stands 


without a peer, and an honest confession 
from. any practical source with a full 
knowledge of facts, will accord her this 
distinction, no matter what objections the 
breed may possess in disqualifying it for 


other purposes. 


Effects of Foods on Milk. 
(American Cultivator:) The journal of 
the British Dairy Farmers’ Association re- 
views the experiments of the Ottawa ex- 
periment station on the effects of differ- 
ent foods on the quality of milk. It sum- 
marizes the results obtained as follows: 
That when a cow is in full milk and full 
flesh she will give her normal quality of 
milk for at least a limited time, even al- 
though the quality and quantity of the 
food be very deficient. 

That when in good condition a cow will 
take off her body whatever is deficient in 
the food, in order to give her normal qual- 
ity of milk. 

That an extra supply of nutritious food 
at all times increases the quality of milk, 
but the percentage of fat is not in any 
way improved by it, if anything the ten- 
dency being rather the other way. 

That an extra supply of nutritious food 


almost invariably very slightly increases 


the solids, not fat, of the milk. 
That a ration poor in food ingredients 
has a very slight tendency to reduce the 


appreciable effect on the fat. 
That with a poor ration a cow in full 
weight will lose carcass weight, while on a 
rich diet she will gain weight. 
That although the percentage of fat in 
a cow’s milk may vary daily, we at pres- 
ent seem unable to control these varia- 
tions or to account for them. 
That for little periods up to one month 
or thereabout all ordinary quantities and 
qualities of foods seem to have no material 
effect on the quality of the milk. 
That the only food which seems to have 
had any material effect on the percentage 
of butter in the milk is an excess of brew- 
ers’ grains. 
That very succulent grass has had only 
a very trifling effect in altering the per- 
centage of fat. 
That most foods may convey some flavor 
to the butter, but scarcely any of them 
will alter its percentage in the milk. 
That some foods exercise a material ef- 
fect in raising the melting point of butter. 
That the aim All producers dt milk, 
butter or cheese should be to feed what 
will give quantity in moderate amount and 
of a mixed nature, and the produce will 
be the best that the cow can give. : 
That extra quality must be looked for 
by improving the breeds and judicious se- 
lection, rather than by any special foods 
or method of feeding. 
That the variations in the percentage of 
fat in a cow’s milk are caused by some- 
thing, but what that something is we at 
present do not know, though, if we did, 
we might be able to influence the quality.

Bones for Poultry. 
(American Farmer:) No one kind ot 


and meat ground or cut together. If the 
bones that accumulate about butcher shops 
can be got, as they usually can for a very 
reasonable price, and these are crushed or 
cut into pieces small enough for à hen to 
swallow, they make the ideal food for lay- 
ing hens, or, in fact, for poultry of any 
kind. The bones furnish lime for the for- 
mation of the egg shells, and the meat 
furnishes a supply of albumen, of which 
the whites of eggs is large in fact al- 
most exclusively, composed. or growing 
chicks meat and bones furnishes all the el- 
ements of growth if they are fed in moder- 
ate doses. It is too rich for an entire ra- 
tion, but it can be fed at the rate of two 
ounces to each hen each week, and for 
chicks, half a pound for each fifty a day 
with other feed, will be enough. We have 
tried all kinds of feed for chicks, but 
never found anything superior to meat, 
and one to develop them rapidly. A’ bone 
cutter that will cut bone enough for a 
large flock may be bought for a small 
sum,

ral article, claiming that, by its use, 
horses masticate more thoroughly and 
waste less. 


hard training. It is seldom, however, that 
beans are used during the summer months, 
as the extra stimulus afforded by them is 
not needed. They should be at least six 
months old and thoroughly dry. Bran is 
not a regular articlé of horse diet, and is 
only given where a horse is not required 
to work hard.

There is little doubt that the Humber of 
silos that will be built this year will ex- 
ceed that of any previous. year, and one 
who reads the dairy literature of the times 
will notice that dairy men are more and 
more pronounced in favor of silage.
